WHO WAS BELLA BAOOERT 


The sale of the "Bcllmeade" farm by 


Andrew Schaffer to E E. Janney & Son, 
of Philadelphia, fur $20,000 which trans- 
action was recorded in last weeks Gazette, 
hns brought the qoery, "Who was Bella 
Bxdger?" the former owner of the histor- 
ic ground. 


In relerring to some reminiscences writ- 


ten by the late William Einsey. nf Bris- 
tol, «ho was noted as a local historian, 
we learn that Bella Badger was born in 
Wlndhnm, Conn., in the yeur 1768 and 
died in Bristol In 1835 
He learned the 


trade of a cabinet maker in bis native 
town, moved to Baltimore where he en- 
'jiitiCil in the manufacture of furniture. 
While in Baltimore fie became interested 
in sporting life; purchased the celebrated 
nice horsB "Hickory" and with him won 
many races. The last one waa against 
"Postboy," belonging to Ethan Allen, of 
Philadelphia, which was for $10,000 a e'do. 
The race was run on the Germahtown 
cniirse and was won by "Hickory." Both 
liorses were crippled so badly that they 
were never again put on the track. 


Mr. BudnBr purch«st!d the "Bellmende,"

property of Andrew SctmlTer, which he sold

at tlie corner of Tenth Hired his home 
was located.
